|be bnad ot (he Branch l^ospital for 
the treatment of tuberculoais in Cln- 
clnn^tli gave a very exhaustive talk 
upon that subject and at the same 
time gave a demonstration ot tbe ap- 
paratus In use at tbe hospital foi 
Pneumo-thorax. Dr. Dunham is a 
very pleasant and forceful speaker, 
and it was iiideet! a pleasure to llie 
Society to be able to bring sucii men 
as this before the profession for the 
benefit ot the local Society. It is to

the county could not have been with 
us and beard these two Interesting 
and instructive papers. 

A resolution was offered to the ef- 
fect that this Society go on record as 
beliiK liearlily lu favor of the Sani- 
tary Survey now being agitated in 
this county as will be seen from the 
following: 

"RBSOLVKD: That tbls Society 
heartily endorse the Sanitary Survey, 
and a record be made by the Secre- 
tary in the minutes, and that every 
member of tbls Society use bis utmost 
efforts to further tbe movement" 

This Society should be In a posi- 
tion today to become the dominant 
factor in the municipal management 
of affairs pertaining to the welfare of 
our citizens. As a medical body, or- 
ganized with the view of protecting 
tbe health and the happiness of our 
people, we should stand as men with 
the courage ot an honest conviction, 
voting for and promulgating i)rin- 
ciples over mere pride. It is to be 
hoped that every pliysician in Mason 
county w}ll ally himself w}(b tb|s So- 
ciety and attend tlie meetings and 
thus bring about a united effort to do 
fheir duty pertaining to all the sani- 
tary problems which constantly arise 
in our complex system of livlnp;.
